AFTE®, this, it was taken twice by the Eng- 
lif Piratgf, who infefted the Coaft of Guinea a- 
bout 17203 of which there is given a circum- 
ftantial Account in the Hiftory of the Pirates. 
The firft of thefe Aétions was performed by 
Hewel Davis, who failing from Bri/to! with Cap- 
tain Skinner in the Cadogan Snow, was taken in 
1719, near Sierra Leona, by England the Pirate, 
who murdered the Captain, and made Davis a 
Compliment of the Ship: But finding the Majo- 
rity of his Crew averfe to the Defign, he was 
forced to ftecr for Barhadoes, where the Cargo 
was configned; and on the Information of the 


Sailors put in Prifon. However, as he had com- . 


mitted no piratical A&t, he was releafed, and em- 

loyed by Captain Woods Rogers in a trading 

loop, which being manned moftly with Pirates, 
they, at Davis's Motion, agreed to return to their 
old Courfe of Bufinefs, and chofe him for their 
Captain. At firft he had pretty good Succelfs, 
Coming to St. Fago, the chief Town of one of 
the Cape de Verde Mlands, and being affronted at 
the Governor, fufpeéting them to be Pirates, he 
entered the Fort in the Night but the Governor 
holding-out in his Houfe, he quitted it, after do- 
ing the Portugueze great Damage. Hence he 


failed to the River Gamébra, in order to attempt d 


‘James's Fort, where he told his Men, there was 
always a great deal of Money lodged. This, 
every Thing confidered, was a defperate Enter- 
prize. The Method he took was this: He con- 
cealed his Men under Deck, except as many as 
were requifite to work the Ship, fo that thofe 
from the Fort might have no Sufpicion. He 
then ran-in clofe to the Fort, and hoifted-out his 
Boat, with fix Men in ordinary Jackets, in which 
himfelf, with the Mafter and Surgeon, dreffed 
like Gentlemen, went afhore. 

Bernc arrived at the Landing-Place, he was 
received by a File of Mufketeers, and condudt- 
ed to the Fort ; and being examined by the Go- 
vernor, he informed him, be was from Liverpool, 
bound to the Senaga for Gum and Teeth, but 
had been chafed on the Coaft by two French Men 
of War; adding, that their Cargo was Iron and 
Plate. The Governor on this told Davis, he 
would flave-him to the full Value of his Cargo ; 
and afked, If he had any European Liquor on 
board? Davis replied, He had fome for the Ship’s 
Ufe, but a Hamper was at his Service. The

He accepted of the Invitation, and while it was 
getting ready, went on board, under Pretence 
of giving fome Orders, leaving his Companions 
on Shore. Having made the proper Obfervations 
for executing his Defign, during his Stay at the 
Fort, he returned before Noon with his Boat’s 
Crew, privately armed. He had given them In- 
ftruétions to converfe with the Soldiers in the 
Guard-Room, and when he fired a Piftol as 2 


b Signal, to fecure the Arms of the Garifon, Davis 


found the Governor, and his Affociates, preparing 
a Bowl of Punch for Dinner; and having taken 
his Opportunity to fecure him, fired his Piftol : 
On which his Men feized the Arms in the Guard- 
Room, making the Garifon Prifoners, whom 
they locked-up in the Room. On this Davis 
ordered the Union-Flag on the Fort to be ftruck, 
which his Men on board feeing, fent him the 
Reinforcement agreed on; fo chet he remained 
Matter of the Fort without a Blow.

KASSAN was the higheft Place on the Gam-

It is the King’s Refidence, who from 
thence takes his Title. It is feated on the Ri- 
ver’s Side, and inclofed round, near the Houles, 

with Hurdles, fuch as the Shepherds ufe; but a- 
bout ten Foot high, faftened to four ftrong Poles, 
the Tops whereof appear above the Hurdles. On 
the Infide, in divers Places, they have Rooms, 
and Buildings made-up like Turrets, from whence 
thofe within may fhoot their Arrows, and offend 
their Enemies. On the Outfide is a Ditch, or 
Trench, of great Breadth, and beyond that a- 
gain, at a good Diftance, the whole Town is 
circled with Pofts, or Pieces of Trees, fet clofe 
in the Ground five Foot high, and fo thick, 
that except in Stiles, or Places made to go 
through, there is no Paflage: And in like Man- 
ner, a fimall Diftance off, is a third Defence, 
as they faid, to keep-off Horfe.

Captain FOBSON in his Golden Trade fays, 
that Sefito lies three Miles from the River Gam- 
bra, and feemed to him the largeft Town he had 
feen in the Country. It was built round, like a 
Circle, whereof the Houfes did not contain any 

reat Thicknefg>, but, as we may iay, the 

readth of a reafonable fair Street ; joining their 
Houfes and Walls of their Yards and Barns clofe 
together: ‘The Diameter whereof, from North to 
South, or from Eaft to Weft, he conceived to 
be an Englifh Mile; in which Space were many 
Cattle, efpecially Affes. 

THE Place where the Engli/fh had Houfes built 
and walled with Straw for their own Ufe, was 
feated by the River's Side, on the Top of the 
Bank, called, the Country People, Yobabs 
Konda‘, or the Whiteman’s Town. Some hundred 
Paces within from the River, was a {mall Town 
of Marbits; and three Miles from hence was 
the Farambra’s Town‘.

cannot be miftaken, unlefs through great Neg- 
le&t, or rather wilful Ignorance.

W When Febfen’s Ship lay at Kaffan, the 
f higheft Place fhe went-up to, they got 
Plenty of Fifh; and one Day having made a 
Draught and brought it on board, the Fith were 
thrown on the Deck. One of them, refembling 
a Bream, being taken up by a Sailor, he pre- 
fently cried out, he had loft the Ufe of his 
Hands: What, fays another, with only touch- 
ing a Fifh! and going to kick it with his Foor, 
which was bare, found his Limb without Feel- 
ing. This brought the Crew round him, who 
perceiving they foon recovered from the Numb+ 
nels, called the Cook from below Deck, and 
bid him take-up the Fifh. He being a fimple 
Fellow, did fo with both Hands, and immedi- 
ately funk down, making a fad Moan that his 
Feeling was gone*.

The North Channel is wide, but not navigable 
for Ships. The Country from Fear here is fine 
low Marfhes on each Side of the River, free 
from Trees. The Ridge of Hills that rifes near 


‘Joar, tends to the Eaft at two or three Leagues b groves above this 


iftance from the River, and are very woody, 
inclining to a red Colour, but feem not fo high 
as Highgate Hill. ‘Thefe marfhy Plains abound 
with Elephants and Sea-Horfcs. 

On the fixth they weighed early, and by Noon 
anchored off Yanimarrw, where they celebrated 
the Anniverfary Birth Day of the. Duke of Chan- 
dos. In the Evening Captain Stibbs went afhore 
to vifit the King of Kafe, who refides here, 
and prefented him a Bottle of Rum*. Return- 
ing on board he weighed, and, at Eleven at 
Night, anchored near a low Ifland, lying in the 
Middle of the River, about a Quarter of a 
Mile long, it being fo dark they could not fee 
their Way. This Ifland, as Captain Stibbs ob- 
ferves, is not laid down in the Map he had from 
the Company *; which made him conclude it 
had been made fince by the Earth, &e. beotight 
down by the Frefhes. It lics about a League be- 
low Bird Mand. Yanimarew is a Place the Com- 
pany defign to fettle at, if they cannot agree 
with the King of Burfalli and Yoar. It isa fine 
Country, and the Natives are very defirous of 
the Englifh {ettling among them. At this Port 
Captain Stibbs obferved three Sticks ereéted Gal- 
lows-Ways, with a Calebafh hanging to it, co- 
vered fealed up; which, upon Enquiry, he 
found to be a Fetifo, to draw the white Men 
there to trade; which fhowed the Natives Af- 
fe@tion, The Country is fair champaign Land, 
and far preferable to ‘fear. 

FANUARY the feventh, in the Morning, 
they pafled on the South Side of Bird Mle, 
which appeared about two Miles long, with tall 
Trees, and fvems to be a finc IMand, It lies near 
the North Shore.

frefh. The Pilot thewed him where the Town 
ftood, the Ruins being f{carce vifible. On the 
Banks he obferyed the Marks of feveral Places 
where Victuals had been dreffed, and the Re- 
mainders of their Feaft, fuch as the Skulls and 
Bones of River-Horfes, Allegators, and Fifh. 
OF the two firft the Natives are great Admirers, 
as well as the Fleth of the Elephant. The Grafs 
here was twelve or fourteen Foot high, as dry as 


Hay. 

CAeratit STI BBS mounted a Tree, and 
difcovered a wild Elephant flowly walking up the 
Country, about four hundred Yards from him, 
It was a fpacious Plain for four Miles from the 
River, not a Hill to be feen, and was the largeft 
Tract of plain Land Captain Stibbs had ever feen, 
though the Land feems gently to rife farther In- 
land. Captain Stibds defigning to leave the ‘famies- 
Ifland Sloop to trade here, under Captain Trevi/a, 

red feveral Guns to give the Alkade and the 
Country Notice of his Arrival. In the Night 
they could hardly fleep for the horrible Noife of 
the Riyer-Horfes, Allegators, Wolves, and o-

AT Noon, the fame Day, the Linguifter 4 
and hired Blacks, or Gromettus, came in a Body 
to tell Captain Stibbs they would go no farther- 
up the River, for no- was ever higher, and 
it was the End of the World. The moft fenfi- 
ble faid, if there was a Country beyond it, it 
was a barbarous one; and as they underftood he 
intended to go over-Land in Queft of the Gold- 
Mines, they were afraid he would force them 
along with him. After many Arguments, Captain 
Stibbs prevailed on them to go by Water as far 
as he did; and the Treaty was ratified with a 
ir of Brandy, which never failed to reconcile 
them. 


On the fifth, in the Afternoon, the Merchants Merchants 
came down from Fah; and Captain Strbbs, after*"""™* 


much Difpute, was obliged to contract for ten 
Slaves at twenty-three Bars a-head, to engage 
them to fell their Gold and Tecth. His chief 


d Inducement for this was, that one of the Mer- 


¢ 


chants, named Gaye, had promifed to go-up the 
River with them to Tinda, where he lived, 
there being no Pilot to be gotten. In the After- 
noon, the Council ¢ drew-up a Letter, and fent it 
to Fames’s Fort by a Land-Meflenger, by Way 
of Kuttejar. 

FEBRUARY the fixth, Captain Stibbs be- 
ing informed, that there was a Town on the 
Kantér, or South Side, about four Miles off, fent 
to compliment the Alkade of it with a Bottle of 
Rum, who returned a Cow, for which he was 


afterwards paid with a Bar of Iron. Of the ten Trade Sault. 


Slaves contraéted for with the fa Merchants, 
they could purchafe but three, their Goods orm 
unmerchantable and ill-forted.

From the North Side runs a folid Bed of 
Rocks one Third over, having a fmooth and 
equal Superficies, and at that 
Foot above the Surface of the River. Its Ex- 
tremity being perpendicular, by reafon of the 
Jow Watcr, became the North Bank or Bounds 
of the River. Clofe to this Captain Stibbs found 
a Paflage ; but fo narrow, that the Canoas rub- 
bed the Rocks on both Sides. From the South 
Side, above one Third a-crofs the River, lay a- 
nother plain and equal Bed of Rocks, only about 
ten Inches under Water; over which, at low 
Water, the Current or Stream ran with great 
Force. Between thefe two Beds the River was 
choaked-up with large fingle Rocks, interfperfed 
in. fuch a Manner a Foot under Water, (although 
between them was ten, eleven, and twelve Foot 
Water) that a Paflage wes unpradticable. It 
was high Water before Captain Sribbs could get 
th } and though it flowed here but eight 
Inches, it gave him great Eafe in finding the Paf-

Yards over, fo that they conceived great Hopes 
of fucceeding. 

Tue fame Day, at four in the Afternoon, 
they proceeded from Matlock-Tar, and a Longe 
ioher met another Flat of Sand and Overfall of 
Rocks: So that after fome Trial, Night coming 
on, they put-back into deeper Water, to wait 
for Day ; when they made fo fuccefsfu) an At- 
tempt, that they rowed through without touch- 
ing cither Sands or Rocks, in tour and fix Foot 

ater in the Middle of the River, and met with 
deep Water: But the Natives told them, there 
were Rocks in the next Reach, that would hinder 
their Paffage. Soon after, two 8 above 
Matlock-Tar, they met fome Sand-Banks, on 
one of which their Rudder fixed. At going to- 
wards the Middle they deepened their Water to 
three Foot.

rakonda, and was in Want of Provifions ‘. 
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Tue fourteenth, News came from Kuttejar, ——— 


that his Ship’s Crew were very fickly. The 
Moon changing, the preceding Da he obferved 
the Tide, where he was, to rife fix Teehess flow- 
ing Eaft and Weft ; but as the Flood never ran-up, 
it became only flack Water, This Rifing of the 
Water gave him Hopes to get the Canoas over. 
At this Flat he took-up feveral Parcels of Sand, 
February the fif- 
teenth, Mefficurs Drwmmond and Hull returncd, 
having been fix Leagues up, and informed him, 
that they found the River, generally fpeaking, bet- 
ter and deeper. On this Encouragement, it being 
the higheft Tides, February the fixteenth, Captain 
Stilbs, who was recovered again, endeavoured to 
get over the Royal Africa, by unloading her, 
and proceed with her and two more; but finding 
it not poffible, he reladed ber, and got the Gam- 
bra ready to proceed along with the Di/covery ; 
in which Captain Stibés and Mr. Hull fet-out 
next Morning with two Whites, ten Cape-Coaft 
Negros, a Woman, and two Boys, refolving to 
proceed as high as they, and left Mr. Drummond 
to return to Barrakonda in the three Canoas, 
with the Gromettas and Linguifter, who had ab- 
folutely refufed to go any farther, and there dif- 
charge them. At Noon they landed on the South

having been retarded by a Flat of Sand in the 
Reach beyond Matlock-Tar, which had not a- 
bove two Foot Water.

The twenty-eighth, at 
ten in the Evening, he reached Nekkaway Hill, 
which he defigned to make a Trial of. The 
twenty-ninth, on examining the Hill, Captain 
Stibls found near the Top, a Lion’s Den, and 
heard the Animal roaring at no great Diftance. 
It was in a folitary Place, about three Quarters 
of a Mile up the Side, at the Foot of a Preci- 
pice, in the Side of the Rock. It was large and 
commodious, but of difficult Accefs, 
ferved the Track to it, with the Footfteps, Ex- 
crements, and fome of the Hair. Lions are 
pretty plenty hereabouts; and their Roaring is: 
often heard in the Night: But the Captain had 
feen none in the Woods, though he had often 
obferved large Wolves there. At Night he an- 
chored a litde below Yamyamakunda. 

MARCH the fecond, by Day-break, he got 
to Xuttejar, and found his Ship in a weak Con~ 
dition, moft of the Sailors fick, and one dead. 
The fourth, arrived the ‘fames-Ifland Sloop, 
with every Body well on board, which made him

that it is the lateft Account extant of thofe Parts, b lith feveral 


and gives us a View of their prefent State. For 
the reft, he throws himfelf upon the Candor of 
his Readers, and Hopes they will make Allow- 
ances for the Age of the Author. After his Re- 
turn to England, he was prevailed upon to pub- 
lifh his Journal, becaufe it gave an Account of 
the inland Parts of Africa, which the World 
was very curious to know fomething of; the 
Authors hitherto publifhed being but few, and 
thofe cither very antient, or ftuffed with Fables. 
‘To his own he hath added the Journal of 
Captain Stibbs, already given, with certain Paf- 
fages, or Extracts, out of the antient Geogra- 
phers and Hiftorians, relating to the Niger, or 
Nile, fuppofed to be the Gambra; particularly 
from Herodotus, the Nubian’s Geography, (writ- 
ten in the twelfth Century) Leo, called the 4/- 
rican, and Ludolphus, in his Hiftory of Abiffinia.

On the fixth, they 
made the Coaft near the Mouth of the Sanaga, 
and next Day were abreaft of the two Paps of 
Cape de Verde. On the ninth, they faw Cape St. 
Mary's, the Southern Point of the Gambra; and 
the fame Evening came to an Anchor in the 
Mouth of the River. 


On the tenth, they failed-up the River near 4prival at 
c the Shore, the Country looking beautiful, being James Fert, 


woody, intermixed with green Rice Grounds. 
In the Afternoon they pafled by Charies Ifland ; 
and at Evening came to Anchor near James Fort : 
Which, at Sun-rifing next Day, they faluted 
with feven Guns, and had five in Return; after 
which the Paflengers went afhore, and waited 
on the Governor*. Here the Author had a

the Church, As foon as Mafs was over, the Body 

was taken out of the Coffin, with its Shroud, in 

the Middle of the Church, and was put into a 

Hole two Foot fquare, the Feet foremoft.

Mr. MOORE obferves, that it is dangerous to 
be out late at Night here; for, during the fhort 
Time of his Stay, two Perfons were murdered : 
One of them, an Englifbman, he faw expofed in 
the Market-Place, to {ce if any would own him, 
and to colleé&t Money to bury him. He was 
wounded by a Spada, which entered the left Eye 
and went out at the Back of his Skull. The 
other was a Spaniard.

Provifions in Plenty, an Ox being killed every 
other Day. They had Fowls brought by the 
Natives to fell to the Governor, who allowed 
any Perfon, who did not care for Beef, to buy 
them at an eafy Rate. Their Table was fupplied 
daily with Greens, gratis, from the Company’s 
Garden at Filifee Flour, the Company pro- 
vided them with ; and having a Baker on the Ifland 
and an Oven, they had frefh Bread every Day. 
Oyfters were plenty; for, at low Water, they 
could gather them on the North and North- 
Weft Points of the Ifle. Wine and Brandy 
were cheap, and when there was any Stock of 
Beer on the Ifle, he had his Share: But he ad- 
vifes all who come here, to bring-over Bedding, 
Chefts, and Cloathing. They agree for Wathing 
by the Month with fome Women of ‘Fillifrey ; 
and if aPerfon wants to go afhore, the Governor 
feldom denies it.

KOWER lies about three Miles from ‘foar, 
acrofs a large Savanna, on which are no Trees, 
but fine low Grafs; which makes it pleafant for 
riding, walking, or fhooting. It is divided into 
three Parts, wiz. Kower, ‘fonakunda, and Tou- 
rakunda; the firftand laft of which are inhabited 
moftly by Mobammedans, the other by Folloifs. 
Each of thefe are about a Mile round; fituated 
at the Bottom of Hills on the Weft, and a fine 
Plain of Pafture-Ground to the Eaft. They 
make exceeding good Cotton-Cloths here. In 
fhort, it is the chief Town on the whole River, 
and the beft Place for Trade. 

MARCH the twenty-fecond, Advice came 
lajor, of the New-Eng- 
land Schooner, was killed by the People of Ka/- 
fan, at the Inftigation of Cheguo Vo/s, a Portu- 
guexze, who lived there. On the twenty-third, 
Captain Prarfon gave Mr. Moore Notice, that 
he had over-heard Tome of the Natives talk in 
Portugueze about beating him, at the Perfuafion 
of his Collegue Roderts, and advifed him to be 
on hisGuard. He chofe rather, however, tobe 
ill ufed, than leave the Factory to be plundered ;

Here he 
was welcomed by the Natives with a Balafeu, 
and other Expreflions of Kindnefs, they not be- 
ing fo difagreeable in their Behaviour as they are 
reprefented ; although there are knavifh, ill-dif- 
pofed People there, as well as in other Coun- 
trics >, 

It was formerly in this Country a Cuftom, 
which is not yet wholly laid afide, that the Per- 
fon who fold any Thing to another in the Morn- 
ing, might, if he repented of his Bargain, have 
it back again, on returning the Moncey, provided 
he demanded it before Sun-fet. On this Occa- 
fion the Author obferves how the Company's 
Governor was ferved about twelve Years before at 


Ae : That Gentleman, who was on ad 


trading Voyage, ftopping at this Place, bought 
a Cow for a Bar, and when he paid for her, 
cut-off her Tail: Which the Fellow being in- 
formed of, refolved to take the Advantage of 
the Cuftom, and went to the Governor with a 
plaufible Story, that as he had confidered his 
Daughter was to be married next Day, he muft 
have his Cow again to give her for her Dowery, 
having nothing elfe fo proper. 

Tue Governor, not aware of the Plot, or- 
dered one of his Servants to bring the Cow, and 
return it to the Owner. On producing the Cow, 
the Fellow fcemed furprized, and told the Go-- 
vernor, that was not his Cow. The Governor 
affirming it was, he replied, How could that 66, 
fince bis Cow had a Tail, when be brought ber to 
him in the Morning. The Governor anfwered, 
dt was true, when he bought ber, foe bad a Tail ; 
bat that, when he ie for her, be cut the Tail 
of. The Fellow boldly alked him, How be 
could have the Affurance to cut bis Cow's Tail off, 
without bis Leave? telling him, That he valued 
the Cow and her Tail at Fe bundred Bars, and 
that fo much be would be paid, Before the Governor 
fa the Place.

F OB in the mean Time fpoke highly well of 
the English amongft his Countrymen the Foleys, 
who before had a Notion, that all who were fold 
for Slaves were cither eaten, or murdered, fince 
none ever came back. Here he fold fome of his 
Prefents for trading Goods, with which he bought 
a Woman-Slave and two Horles, which were

Some 
of them who were infirm, took the Opportuni- 
ty of confulting him, and others complained 
who had no real Occafion, only to get a little 
Liberty. Le Maire found, that for the moit 
part Confinement was their greateft Diftemper, 
for which he could apply no effectual Cure. 
However, to kecp-up his Character, he prefcribed 
fuch ‘Things as were good for the Vapours. The 
ood religious Ladies, in Return, took Care to 
oad him with Bifkets, Sweetmeats wet and dry, 
Lemonade and Sack ; befides ul] Sorts of Fruits, 
ferved-up on Plates and China Salvers, adorned 
with Rofes, Pinks, Orange-flowers Jaflamins, Tu- 
barafes, €c. in Return for which he made them 
fome {mall Prefents, which were agrecably taken. 

From thence he returned to the Conful’s, 
where many People attended, to carry him to 
vifit the Sick. Amongft others, he waited on the 
Wife of a Lawyer, efteemed worth five hundred 
thoufand Crowns, who had long been ill of a Suffo- 
cation of the Uterus, occafioned by Obftructions, 
The Doétors of the Place had treated her Cafe as 
aPeripneumony (or an Impofthume in the Lungs 
with Shortnefs of Breath, and flufhed Cheeks) 
which, 4 Maire fays, fhewed their Ignorance.
